JACKSON AND ROOSEVELT 
A speaker eulogizing President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt recently compared th e president with 
Andrew Jackson. 
How nearly was h e righ t? 
Probably not many people realize w h at such 
eulogy means. 
Andrew Jackson, th e oldest retiring president 
th e United States ever h ad, h aving left office 
eleven day s before h is seventieth birth day , in ­ 
duced congress after seven y ears of tireless ef­ 
fort, to abolish th e “United States B ank” during 
h is second adm inistration. 
He said th a t th is 
bank h ad fallen into “dangerous” and “incom- 
.p eten t political h ands” wh o were using it to “ex ­ 
tend credit or to with h old credit” at th e ex pense 
of th e public, and as a “political power.” Today 
. we h ear loud talk about setting up such a bank, 
and a bill is now pending in congress to establish 
one. 
Jackson enjoy ed th e distinction of pulling th e 
United States governm ent entirely out of debt, 
wh en during th e period of 18 34-35-37 th e treas­ 
ury reported th a t th e United States for th e first 
( and incidentally th e last) time was entirely 
free from debt and carried a rath er neat balance 
in th e treasury . Today our government is spend­ 
ing at th e rate of approx imately $1,250,000,000 a 
m onth and will be about $32,000,000,000 in th e 
red by June, 1935. 
Jackson forced France to pay h er $5,000,000 
debt to th e United States wh ich h ad been owed , 
since 18 01, afteu adm inistrations, one after a n ­ 
oth er, h ad h aggled with France over th e debt for 
twenty -five y ears. 
In collecting th e debt Jack­ 
son wore out live American m inisters to France, 
finally taking th e issue in h and personally and 
notify ing th at country th at our arm y and navy 
would be th e nex t bill collectors h e would send— 
and of course France paid immediately . 
France 
and oth er nations are h aggling over debts th ey 
owe th e United States*today , six teen y ears h av­ 
ing elapsed since th ey were incurred. 
Will a n ­ 
oth er Andrew Jackson arise among us w ith in th e 
nex t nine y ears to collect th ese debts with in th e 
twenty -five y ear record set by Andrew Jackson? 
Jackson was “some m an ” at seventy . 
His de­ 
term ination never went so far as to involve us 
in war, but Europe respected h is word and knew 
h e m eant w h at h e said. 
He sh attered many 
precedents in th a t h e feared no politician and 
no alien government^ but served American in ter­ 
ests to th e n th degree. 
President Roosevelt is a H arvard graduate. 
President Jackson got most of h is education in 
th e sch ool of liard knocks. 
President Jackson 
was absolute m aster of th e Democratic party in 


h is day . 
President Roosevelt h olds th e same 
title in 1934. President Roosevelt will not be able, 
as Jackson did, to leave office with th e country 
out of debt, but h e still h as a ch ance to em ulate 
Jackson in collecting th e French debt. 
H ere’s 
h oping h e will. 


MISPLACED PITY 
It is a common ch arge th a t we Americans sen- 
timalize our crooks. 
Th e tough est gunm an, dragged red-h anded 
into court, can almost alway s be sure th a t some­ 
one will find reason to feel sorry for h im. 
His 
attorney , like as not, will build up h is wh ole de­ 
fense on th e effort to arouse th e jury ’s sy mpath y . 
Th e court will be implored to feel sorry for a 
y oung m an wh o “never h ad a ch ance.” 
All of th is is perfectly fam iliar to every body ; 
but w h at we don’t often realize is th e fact th a t 
th e trouble lies not in our wave of sentim ent, but 
in th e fact th a t it comes at th e wrong time.# 
If we could project th ese recurrent impulses of 
pity , and translate th em into action, a little 
earlier in th e game, we m igh t get somewh ere. 
Police Commissioner Mulrooney of New York 
city —an officer wh o h as never y et been accused 
of being soft-h earted—pointed th is out not long 
ago wh en h e appealed to city governm ents not to 
let th e present economic crisis serve as a peason 
for cutting down appropriations for play grounds 
and oth er forms of juvenile welfare and recrea­ 
tion work. 
“Life in a' great city ,” rem arked th e cominis- j 
sioner, “is h ard on ch ildren. Many of th em live \ 
in tenem ents, piled six deep or more on every ; 
block. Th e h omes in th em are not all w h at th ey 
i 
m igh t be. 
Neith er are th e boy s’ parents; 
not j 
alway s. . . . 
“Th e ch ildren may be underfed, weak in body , 
discontented in spirit, and for relief wh ere are 
th ey to go? 
No place for th em but th e street— 
wh ere th ey are at th e mercy of every bully if th ey 
j 
are weak, apt to turn into bullies th emselves if 
th ey are strong. 
T h at is th e foundation of th e 
gang spirit.”
